This report re- 
corded the purchaae of the only two 
ininea under prlvato ownerahlp pro> 
duclng the orea from whic|| radium 
la made. The purchaae price waa 
stated to be 1600,000. and to complete 
the world monopoly In radium by the 
Austrian government 

The geological survey announces 
that this monopoly Is a myth It Is 
true that the Austrian mines and the 
Austrian government heretofore have 
fumiahed the bulk of the radium aalta 
exlatlng In tho world, but at preaent 
radium la being naqofnetared In three 
other eoontriea, loeludins the United 
Statea. 

Sweden U producing radium from 
kolm, the English are prodticing it from 
mines In Wales, and It Is extracted 
also from ores brought from the 
United States. There Is a large de 
poult of rudlnm producing ore In weiit 
ern Colorado, and It la reported that 
aome la being prodnoed In AuatraUn.
